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Catholic Education Faces 


the Future Bernard Kohlbrenner, M.A. 


Editor's Note. This is a general discussion of various problems of Cath- 
olic education. It brings together in convenient form a number of sug- 
gestions made in various places that offer a starting point for a discussion 
within a diocese of its education problems. Sooner or later such problems 
must considered. 


quite obvious anyone conversant with current 
happenings that the economic collapse has had 

tremendous and unfortunate effects education 
this country. One does not have subscribe the 
dictum that race between education and catas- 
trophe “view with the inroads made upon the 
schools. The hardships placed teachers are relatively 
insignificant when one considers the evil effects the 
children. During the worst the depression the school 
term was reduced about three months some schools, 
and many children were for time deprived altogether 
school opportunities. Special types education have 
been curtailed eliminated entirely, with the unfortunate 
result that poorer preparation than ever being made 
for the right use leisure time, when, because un- 
employment, leisure time increased manifold. the 
decrease school revenues and the added responsibilities 
placed the schools the depression, must added 
equally important effect; namely, the increased 
interest and activity the Federal Government edu- 
cational matters. 

It. would foolish indeed maintain that the 
depression has not had serious influence Catholic 
schools. They have undoubtedly been influenced less 
degree these same factors than have the public schools. 
Many the services maintained the public schools 
that have been seriously affected the economic condi- 
tions have never been adopted the Catholic schools; 
for example, night classes, continuation schools, trade 
schools, Americanization work, and similar services. Like- 
wise, there has never been the extravagance Catholic 
education that too often prevailed the state systems. 
Inflated salaries administrators, palatial buildings, and 
costly equipment have never been vices the Catholic 
schools. Finally, there has been unparalleled spirit 
self-sacrifice among all engaged Catholic educational 
work. Salaries have been reduced, programs curtailed, 
but there have been few schools actually closed. The most 
striking feature reports coming from all sections 
the country the spirit hopefulness and optimism 
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that evidenced. appears certain that the depression 
will not have any permanent hampering influence the 
Catholic schools. 

One very definite result has been revival agitation 
for some share public funds for Catholic schools. The 
tempestuous debates over the question” the 
nineteenth century have not been brought back their 
full vehemence, but the subject has become very definitely 
public issue. Sporadic instances could cited where 
the Catholic schools have received financial assistance, 
but public attention has been centered the legislative 
efforts the State Ohio. The emergency fund created 
there was not opened private schools. Indeed, there 
seems little prospect that Catholic schools gen- 
erally will benefited public funds. The Encyclical 
the Christian Education Youth has definitely 
declared matter justice that Catholic schools 
receive proportionate share public funds for educa- 
tion. This will remain the Catholic teaching the matter, 
but its fulfillment not likely occur the near future. 


Our Present Status 


What the status Catholic education this coun- 
try? Catholic elementary schools are caring for approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 children. time recent years 
has there been decrease enrollment. Quite the con- 
trary, there has been increase about per cent 
since 1920. the other hand, despite this increase, there 
are still 2,000,000 more Catholic children elementary- 
school age not Catholic schools. The goal “every 
Catholic child Catholic school” has thus been only 
half reached. 

the realm secondary education, the present situ- 
ation much less satisfactory. Approximately 2,250 
secondary schools are now functioning; that is, academies 
and high schools, both private and diocesan. these, 
265,000 students are being educated. impossible 
state accurately how many potential Catholic high-school 
students are not attending Catholic schools, but the 
number certainly very large. Nonetheless, what remains 
accomplished must not blind what has been 
marvelously achieved. The development Catholic sec- 
ondary education has been nothing short phenomenal. 
Since 1915 the increase enrollment has been less 
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than 225 per cent. provide adequate building space, 
properly prepared teachers, and satisfactory equipment 
has constituted prodigious task that has been enthu- 
siastically met clergy, religious, and laity. This very 
great expansion, however, has gone such pace 
that there has not been the proper evaluation exactly 
what the objectives are, and what type organization 
best suited care for the new venture, that has char- 
acterized the twentieth century. this respect, the Cath- 
olic schools have too frequently followed the steps 
previously taken the public officials and educators. 

Higher education presents somewhat the same picture. 
Older academies were extended include college work 
and new institutions were founded satisfy the popular 
demand more education, especially that which granted 
degree. Today about 200 colleges for men and 100 for 
women are under the control various orders and 
dioceses the Church. During the year they 
had total enrollment approximately 116,000 stu- 
dents. This tremendous increase numbers, most 
which has come since the turn the century. 

The position the Catholic colleges universities 
unique that they are the only ones (aside from some 
seminaries) that could strictly called denominational. 
The earliest colleges the country were all founded 
groups like-minded religious people, and most cases 
their first purpose was provide for educated minis- 
try. Today, despite the fact origin religious 
motive and endeavor, practically college except 
Catholic one should called denominational college. 
Such institution, let say, called Methodist 
college. That means was founded Methodists, aided 
financially them, the majority its faculty may 
belong that denomination, but has probably long 
since ceased teaching Methodism. Rather boastfully, 
matter fact, this contention has been made 
official denominational colleges, indication 
progress. They are longer “narrow” inculcate 
devotion particular religious faith, and are engaged 
broader humanitarian The Catholic college, 
the other hand, still aggressive, probably more 
so, today expounding and propagating Catholicism 
ever was the past. The renewal religious life 
Catholic colleges and universities one the most strik- 
ing developments higher education this country. 
The philosophical, literary, and spiritual renaissance 
Catholic culture finding worthy expression these 
institutions, although there remains much 
further development. 


Planning the Future 


With the foregoing considerations mind, the ques- 
tion may now asked, What does the future hold 
store for Catholic education this country? make 
any attempt prophecy fraught with danger; 
move with such kaleidoscopic changes that one hesitates 
predict the morrow. And yet, despite this hazard, 
the very essence intelligence arrange conditions 
harmony with well-conceived plan. American educa- 
tion, and Catholic education part the larger whole, 
has all too frequently, like Topsy, “just Condi- 
tions have forced this Catholic education. order 
win support and adherents has had conform 
patterns set non-Catholic agencies. maintain this 
not agree with the reflection the dark pessimist 
who insists that have system truly Catholic 
schools, but only state schools plus religion. 

The economic conditions have had least the one 
wholesome effect reviving our critical insight. Edu-

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cators and the public are not nearly gullible they 
once were. have come realize that the much adver- 
tised faith the American people education has been 
times very blind faith indeed. And are told, 
quite truly, that the only way out disorder and collapse 
education, are also beginning realize that 
not just any education that will save us, but that the 
right education will, and further, that was the wrong 
kind education that helped bring upon the ruin 
now try repair. Only, however, the basis our 
present system education can plan for the future. 
must begin medias res; cannot scrap what has 
come the present, but can modify and build upon 
more satisfactory structure than exists now. 

With the present system basis, therefore, the 
following prophecy ventured what will the 
main developments Catholic education the future. 

First, there will renewed and intensified efforts 
care for the per cent Catholic children elemen- 
tary-school age who are not Catholic schools. Only 
the halfway goal has been reached parochial enroll- 
ments. That means wherever parochial schools are lack- 
ing the present time, they must built, accord- 
ance with the decrees the Third Plenary Council 
Baltimore. idle, imagine that this condition will 
reached the near future. those sections where the 
Catholic population sparse, parochial school will 
impossibility. provide for children living such 
regions, compromise plans must established. The 
splendid work being done the Catholic Rural Life 
even larger scale. Vacation schools, after-school religious 
instruction, and similar emergency measures will con- 
ducted many places where they not flourish 
present. Much use will made the services college 
students, seminarians, and lay adults, well religious 
and priests serving those thinly settled sections 
the country. those instances where the children are 
attending other schools even when Catholic schools are 
available, the reasons for such attendance must dis- 
covered, and the proper action taker. many cases 
merely ignorance and lukewarmness, and parents must 
educated support intelligently the parochial 
schools. 

Secondly, the poor boy and the poor girl the future 
Catholic school will given wider and more accessible 
opportunity than has present. sure, the 
exception where poor pupil denied the opportunity 
education even now, but too often savors charity 
(in the unfortunate sense the word), and hence many 
are deterred from continuing Catholic schools. The 
public elementary schools were long time becoming 
free. Tuition charges, rate bills, taxes for supplies, for 
fuel the early days, were commonly levied against 
parents who had children the schools. The Catholic 
parochial schools are still that stage, many instances. 
must look forward the time when Catholic elemen- 
tary education will entirely free. the case the 
secondary school the pupil who poor financially but 
capable scholastically must given every opportunity 
continuing his Catholic education. For this reason, 
there must new and improved method financing 
schools, especially the elementary. has recently been 
proposed Dean Francis Crowley, that the plan 
financing parochial schools must national scope. 
This the method support for the Catholic University 
America, project certainly more national help- 
fulness the Church than elementary schools. 
State pays for the education the children the 
slogan that was widely used the propaganda 
achieve completely free system public elementary 
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schools. Might not advocate that “the Church pays 
for the education all children the 

the plan financial support not national, 
certainly must diocesan. The burden too great 
and inequitable for the individual parishes care for. 
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many Catholic teachers and administrators. The crudities 
and near-quackery much modern education are 
patent any who are critically minded, but too did 
almost every other science display these unbeautiful 
characteristics the days its infancy. spite all

transcends parish lines. recent conversation Nun 
who teaches large girls’ high school prominent 
midwest city, remarked that her class some 
pupils only two were members the parish that 
supported the school. Several these who lived else- 
where received financial support for their tuition charges 
from relief funds established the school. Here was 
plain evidence that the financial burden must assumed 
larger unit than the parish. this particular in- 
stance, the prestige the school draws pupils from be- 
yond the parish boundaries. And here too, despite the 
existence diocesan high school, this institution alone 
could not care for all who would potential students 
there. Such situation exists many dioceses. many, 
likewise, even more aggravated where there are 
diocesan high schools. 


The Science Education 


The third trend has with the study education 
science. venture that the future will see wider 
and the same time more intelligent use the products 
the scientific study education. Inasmuch the 
experimental study education has flourished most 
non-Catholic institutions, has been viewed askance 


its false boasting, increasingly clearer that the 
modern study education getting results; the 
acme conceit delude ourselves that can progress 
education merely the basis experience and 
philosophy. 

Catholic education the future will, therefore, achieve 
happy and fruitful combination sound philosophical 
principles and exact techniques. The non-Catholic edu- 
cator frequently enough has the techniques but fails 
properly interpret and employ them; the Catholic edu- 
cator, too frequently, has sound philosophy but ill- 
equipped with techniques. And although philosophy far 
more necessary than the science, the joining the two 
would most satisfactory. Special education all 
kinds; the treatment the handicapped child; the build- 
ing varied types curricula; the construction tests; 
the methods teaching use all these matters 
science has important contribution make. 


Reorganization 
the fourth place, becoming more evident that 
there will reorganization the Catholic-school 
system. this connection two facts should kept 
mind: first, the movement for the reorganization the 
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public-school system, that began the turn the 
century and that brought the junior high school, never 
appreciably the Catholic schools; there 
universal agreement among educators that 
elementary education should completed six years. 
not necessary here into ail the 
these two points. The old plan, 
eight-year elementary and four-year high school 
was developed more chance than forethought. 
About half the school systems the country have 
adopted some form reorganization schools, with 
shorter elementary and longer secondary period. 
Curiously enough, the early Jesuit secondary schools 
this country gave six-year course, but time con- 
formed the American pattern. 

also recognized thai the high school the weakest 
unit the scheme. Beginning the peoples’ college, 
with academic curriculum, has cut down, modified, 
turned about, and gone through the gamut gymnastics 
all the name blessed democracy. But most the 
result has been hodgepodge. man can serve two 
masters, but this was what the high school tried do. 

Americans are committed the ideal universal 
secondary education means that must provide 
different types secondary schools. The student who 
bound for college should get the best preparation 
possible; the one intending enter business, likewise 
should receive what best for him; and with all 
students. This difficult, not impossible, under the 
cosmopolitan, general high-school program. Many practi- 
cal arguments may advanced against such change, 
but the principle appears sound. 

connection with the fifth prophecy, should like 
quote from recent publication Dean Edward 
Fitzpatrick, Marquette University: 

Some day there will co-operation all agencies engaged 
Catholic education all bishops and arch- 
bishops, and their diocesan superintendents schools; the 


‘religious orders priests, brothers, and sisters; and the 


institutions themselves (Catholic universities, high schools, 
and elementary that day lay people will 
understand better and render greater Qpportunity for support 
which the Catholic school system offers. 


better understanding what all are doing Cath- 
olic education will achieved. Excellent journals are 
now disseminating such information more widely than 
ever before. More knowledge thus leads greater under- 
standing and appreciation. More Christian charity, the 
real basis all co-operation, will present. healthy 
rivalry not without its value, but becomes danger. 
Allocation tasks, fields tend will serve reduce 
overlapping and wasting efforts. Lay people will be- 
come more active Catholic education. They will not 
only pay the bills, but have intelligent interest and 
proper attitude toward the whole enterprise, and they 
will not wait vain for the Catholic school program 


Simplifying Control 

illustration two will indicate the simple but effec- 
tive co-operation that should prevail. Almost every teach- 
ing community provides supervisor for the teachers 
the community, who observes the work being done, 
and makes suggestions and recommendations. given 
city such supervisor may have one few schools 
visit, and they may located far apart. Near each 
them, however, may schools teaching the same sub- 
jects but conducted members another community. 
Simple economy would suggest that supervision might 
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done geographical basis, and since the diocese 
such basis, that diocesan. And has come 
several dioceses, but these still are small 
minority. 

Again, the matter research done advanced 
students, co-operation should effect more complete 
knowledge what researches are being made various 
schools. The federal reports research projects are 
admittedly incomplete. The various schools might fur- 
nish inexpensive lists works done each other school 
that there would less duplication and more fruit- 
ful results. 


Developing Standards 


the sixth place, appears that can look confi- 
dently the time when Catholic education can establish 
its own high standards, higher and better than those 
vogue other schools. the present, Catholic schools 
have been forced conform. Too weak set the stand- 
ards they have been compelled follow those set 
outside agencies. This was necessitated their desire 
win approval and standing, order attract students. 
This.conformance has undoubtedly served good purpose. 
has been stimulus provide some facilities that 
might otherwise have been neglected. has put into the 
discard the incipient cry inefficiency leveled against 
some Catholic schools. 

the other hand, has cramped the development 
truly Catholic schools. They have not felt free 
experiment and determine their own goals independently. 
The administration the standards accrediting agen- 
cies has frequently been rather wooden, that the super- 
ficialities education have been stressed the neglect 
the important essentials. far more important 
put wide use whatever books are school library 
than merely have the library shelves well filled. 

The consequence this hampering influence has been 
the adoption rather negative and apologetic attitude 
the part Catholic school people. The desire has been 
typically expressed that Catholic schools not 
inferior to” others. That attitude longer necessary 
defensible. Independent pioneering what the Cath- 
olic schools are now called supply. They must offer 
the best education possible, else there little justification 
for their existence. Fortunately, better day dawning 
with respect the accrediting agencies. The North 
Central Association Secondary Schools and Colleges 
particularly embarked qualitative rather than 
quantitative method This precisely 
what Catholic schools have always contended for. Once 
such program full operation the restrictive in- 
fluences now experienced Catholic schools will 
largely destroyed. 

Lastly, and most important all, the future will see 
more complete realization the ideals Catholic 
education. The clarion call issued the Papal Encyclical 
the Christian Education Youth has served and 
will continue serve effect greater solidarity among 
all Catholics understanding the purposes Catholic 
education. The all-too-frequent belief that Catholic 
elementary school public school which added 
religious instruction giving way clearer and nobler 
conception. The lukewarmness often shown Catholic 
secondary and higher schools will dissipated the 
principle the Encyclical, that schools all levels and 
all subjects must Catholic. Whatever else may be, 
the Catholic school must nursery the Catholic 
view life.

relics our past experiences are combinations 

which the creative faculty the imagination evolves 
from the elements found that experience, follows 
that there are two ways which can cultivate the 
imaginative faculty. can enlarge our experience thus 
providing source material for the creative faculty; 
can train the creative faculty itself that may 
able make the most the source material its 
disposal. 


Teaching Mathematics 


example: Some our modern texts geometry 
start with the theorem, “The vertical angles formed 
two intersecting lines are equal.” The average pupil will 
find this statement puzzling because has but vague 
idea what “vertical angles” and “intersecting lines” 
are. will find hard, therefore, concentrate his 
attention the component elements the enunciations 
able analyze the relation that exists be- 
tween them. Now let the teacher put diagram the 
board illustrating particular angle and the pupil will 
immediately understand what meant angle. 
his experience angles grows will able compare 
each new diagram with the visual image other angles 
and will able separate that element which 
common all from that which particular each. 
this way enabled arrive the concept 
angle. Moreover, the more varied his experience such 
angles, the richer will his store mental images 
which can have recourse when new theorem dealing 
with angles proposed. The same will true other 
geometrical figures. each case the mental image will 
enable him focus his attention one particular case 
which the general truth under discussion exemplified, 
and reflecting the relation between its various 
elements will able arrive the abstract truth 
proposed. 

But can happen that even when pupil has thus 
acquired adequate store images the various 
spatial elements still unable use them proving 
new theorem. When giving test how often are 
not requested give the “diagram”? This shows that 
the creative faculty the pupil’s imagination not 
functioning. unable translate abstract language 
into terms concrete images. must trained 
this. Let the teacher call the pupil the board, then 
judicious hints lead him draw the desired diagram. 
The ability great step forward geometry, 
for often find that once the pupil has succeeded 
producing diagram, enabled formulate the 
proof. The training the imagination especially 
important the study solid geometry which, involv- 
ing does, concepts three dimensional spaces 
usually proves stumblingblock all but the brighter 
students. the teaching algebra, also, can 
utilized. Very often the mental image the type ex- 
pression 

will enable pupil recognize the difference two 
square given problem, and will thus put him 
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position for finding the factors the expression better 
than any abstract rule. 


Teaching Literature 

the imagination can made play such im- 
portant part teaching the abstract sciences, can 
still more useful teaching the appreciative type. 
The enjoyment reading literary classic great 
extent determined the ability and aptitude that 
particular work for bringing the pupil’s imagination into 
play. can this, the pupil will find interesting. 
cannot, will find and distasteful. Hence, 
“wild west” story will often appeal pupil where 
classic work will leave him cold and apathetic. pupil 
will interpret any work literature terms his past 
experiences, the relics which constitute his mental 
background. 


Teaching History 


Probably subject the school curriculum can 
the imagination appealed with greater advantage 
than: the teaching history. History can vitalized 
that the events the past live again and, were, 
enter into the pupil’s own experience. Suppose are 
dealing with the reign Charles England. can 
picture the actors that period does Scott his 
Peveril the Peak Benson Oddsfish. can make 
them live and fight and intrigue they did life. This 
method gives the pupil panoramic view the period. 
His attention will not flag and this account the details 
the graphic description will register deep and last- 
ing impression. 


Choice Language 


Where the pupil already possesses the imaginative 
elements necessary construct mental picture corre- 
sponding given situation should our aim 
use such language conveying our thoughts will serve 
recall those images. Graphic descriptions, the use 
similes, comparisons anything that will serve con- 
nect the matter under discussion with his own expe- 
rience will have the desired effect and will stimulate 
the imagination provide picture corresponding 
the object event dealt with. the other hand, words 
which are not understood and hence little apt appeal 
the pupil’s imagination should avoided. 

If, however, the pupil not already possessed the 
necessary imaginative elements must provide them. 
Thus geometry must preface our teaching 
diagrams the various spatial elements involved. For 
other subjects can also produce maps, models, and 
pictures. Models cardboard are especially useful 
solid geometry. Better still produce the real object

graph might used. 

This leads consideration the use pictures. 
another article ventured doubt the wisdom 
introducing pictures into our textbooks. Such pictures 
have been put there with the intention making the 
textbook interesting the student. The thoughtful stu- 
dent will often enabled get better idea the 
object under discussion from picture photograph 
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than could from long description. Still, seems 
that this not the most effective way using illus- 
trations. 


Novelty Conduces Attention 


are all aware the fact that anything will make 
things which are familiar often unnoticed. 
Hence, enumerates its striking novelty among 
the eight factors which operate the selection what 
shall retained after once being experienced. The 
novelty object will serve focus our attention 
it, with the result that definite and vivid image 
produced our imagination. “Anything vivid 
consciousness that sufficiently attended to. Hence, the 
better the attention associated series experiences 
the less frequently will necessary repeat 
order make permanent possession the 
other words, novelty conduces attention. Attention 
the object observed necessary for lasting and vivid 
impression. And this turn will lead 
manency the association between the idea represented 
the image that object and other ideas. This would 
seem especially true the original experience was 
tinged with some particular emotional tone. 

But what actually happens the pictures our text- 
books? When pupil gets new text his natural curiosity 
spurs him turn over the pages search the illus- 
trations. doing gets maximum pleasure 
with minimum effort. The illustrations which are 
associated with particular line which the pupil 
interested may receive prolonged scrutiny while the 
others are hastily passed over. The result that they 
have lost their novelty and with their aptness for 
attracting the pupil’s attention and consequently for 
making impression his sensory memory before 
has reached that part the text which they were 
integrate and illustrate. Hence, there less likely 
arise that unit association text content with the visual 
image which such importance. Now, suppose that 
instead having the illustrations inserted the text 
speaking pictures, geometrical diagrams, etc., 
which form integral part every text) the teacher 
provided with the illustrations sufficient quantity 
give each copy with some mechanical device for 
projecting them that they can seen the class. 
Then occasion arises one these illustrations can 
shown. will serve hold the attention the pupils. 
will form unit with the oral lesson which integrates 
and illustrates. such will stored away the 
pupil’s psychic reservoirs and when necessary can 
recalled and with the associated ideas. this method 
using pictures are enabled produce that learn- 
ing situation which Morrison speaks the pre- 
requisite for successful teaching. What actually happens 
when the pictures form part the text? The novelty has 
worn off the illustrations before they can discharge the 
function they were intended discharge. When the pupil 
actually arrives the point the text they were meant 
lead-pencil artist.

Teaching Religion 


the imagination can made serve useful pur- 
pose teaching other subjects the school curriculum, 
there reason why should not utilized the 
teaching religion. have seen that all our experiences, 
and especially those which have definite emotional tone, 
leave traces our imagination. Anything that tends 
the recall one experience image will tend call the 
whole train memories associated with it, including that 
the emotional tone which often vivid 
reproduce the bodily resonance associated with our 
previous experience. Since the memory our past expe- 
riences can have vast influence our later life and 
hence tend give mental and moral “set” this 
that direction, the care and cultivation the youth- 
ful imagination great importance. his experiences 
early youth have been healthy and ennobling kind, 
the imagination will filled with clean, pure, and healthy 
images later years. If, the contrary, the pupil has 
been corrupted his youth, the memories his early, 
dissipated years will return distract and even tempt 
him more mature age. Only filling the imagination 
with healthy and clean images will able free 
himself from the influence which these memories youth 
exert upon him. But, apart from the consideration the 
importance the imagination regard his moral life, 
still true that this faculty can serve useful pur- 
pose religious education. The pupil’s mind works 
according certain laws which are the same whether 
apprehends the truths faith those the secular 
sciences. either case will proceed from the concrete 
and particular fact the abstract and general truth 
underlying that fact. Our teaching, successful, must 
recognize this. The starting point our every explana- 
tion must the pupil’s apperceptive mass. must take 
into account his mental background determined 
the individual’s educational and other experiences. 
terms this experience that will interpret our 
instructions. From this follows that the terms use 
must those which are familiar the pupil. And our 
choice language will, great extent, determined 
the aptness particular words for awakening the 
imaginative faculty the pupil. Hence the teacher must 
ever the alert see that the pupils understand 
the terms uses. suspects that they not, 
must have recourse analogy, comparison, similes, 
diagrams, and pictures until the desired result obtained. 
The more definite and vivid the imagery produced our 
words, the richer will the emotional impression and 
the more dynamic their effect the pupil’s future 
conduct.

the same way can bring home the pupils 
realization contrition. can give them graphic 
description the fall St. Peter. can present St.

peculiar accent defect the pronounciation which 
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enables the maid-servant recognize him native 
Galilee. “Thy speech doth betray thee.” These details 
get the imagination “going” and can add grizzly 
beard for further realistic effect. Then can describe 
the rash oath, the denials, the look our Lord St. 
Peter, how the latter, terrified, afraid meet our 
Lord’s eyes, how goes out, how tradition pictures him 
with his worn, red, tear-stained cheeks until finally 
lays down his life for Christ. 

the meantime the pupil has not been merely passive. 
has been busy making his own “movie” the whole 
affair and going remain with him, the product 
his own activity. With the scene thus prepared the 
imagination ready for further reflection. Now 
judicious questioning can bring out the various 
elements contrition: 

they think that St. Peter was sorry for having 
lost heaven?

Did think that such sin was ugly? 

Did they think there was any other motive such the 
love Jesus?

such questions the pupils are led formulate for 
themselves the concepts perfect and imperfect contri- 
tion, and they should now made learn the defini- 
tions both. Apply them St. Peter’s sorrow. Then 
consider the sorrow Judas. 

So, too, teaching the virtues, such charity toward 
one’s neighbor, our Lord’s Parable the Good Samaritan 
when prefaced opportune remarks the relations 
the Jews and Samaritans will found effective. The 
lesson can made still more realistic examples from 
Church history such the life St. Vincent Paul, 
Blessed Joseph Cottolengo, and Father Damian, which 
case wise show picture them the class. 

judicious choosing New Testament examples 
illustrate the various doctrines contained the 
catechism serve background for their explana- 
tion can imprint the fertile imagination the 
pupil colorful and vivid picture the personality 
Christ. all know how much the career Colonel 
Lindbergh appealed the imagination the average 
American boy and what extent his example has 
inspired many our pupils with desire emulating 
his achievements. Now, who will deny that even from 
natural standpoint, properly presented, the char- 
acter and personality Christ are equally capable 
appealing the imagination our youth and awaken- 
ing them desire imitating Him. His manly courage, 
His frankness, His kindness those trouble, His 
spirit unselfishness, even His display just anger, 
pictured the concrete situation which these quali- 
ties were displayed, are capable making deep and 
lasting impression the imagination, memory, and char- 
acter the pupil. course, the ability thus act 
the imaginative faculties will depend the teacher’s 
own familiarity with the life our Blessed Lord and 
this familiarity can had other means than 
humble and prayerful meditation our Lord’s life 
revealed the pages the New Testament. 

Even the explanations the mysteries our faith, 
which can have but analogous concept, the 
imagination can usefully employed. Thus explain- 
ing the mystery the Holy Trinity can have recourse 
analogies.

ably simple, requiring absolutely talent genius 
any sort. Ability make interesting chalk drawings 
upon the blackboard will come easily, and will come 
just surely night follows day. have taught many 

useless for even mention that nothing 
ever produced without work, without constant practice, 
but when the reward great, when wide-eyed, inter- 
ested, appreciative audience always hand, what 
greater incentive could desired? Without appre- 
ciative audience public, artist ever exists, and 
assure you that you follow the few following exercises, 
you will surprised and delighted the ease with which 
you will soon able make enlightening sketches which 
will both delight the children and enable them remem- 
ber more readily the facts you graphically represent. 
these modernistic times, one ventures criticize the 
exactness drawing; one really designs shapes which 
are suggestive whatever may have mind, and 
for the rest, uses his imagination! 

The first requisite for the acquiring skill any line 
endeavor procure good tools. Therefore would 
counsel all who wish become graphically well 
verbally good teachers, make few inexpensive pur- 
chases: namely, assortment small round white 
chalks, few round colored chalks, small square colored 
chalks, and assortment large round chalks.

Editor’s Note. The following exposition of the author’s method of teach- 
ing citizenship was presented at a conference of principals and teachers of 
the Milwaukee public schools. The author is a vice-principal in one ot 
the Milwaukee schools. 


CLASSROOM organization where the entire class 
organized into Civic Club with its usual officers, 

committees, etc., provides excellent opportunity for 
citizenship training. Through such club the usual activities 
and responsibilities the classroom can used the de- 
velopment civic qualities and preparing for responsibil- 
ities which the individual must shoulder with respect the 
group. provides means which these qualities citi- 
zenship can carried over permanently into the life the 
child giving him opportunity “learn doing.” 


Civic Goals 

There much knowledge concerning our country and its 
laws and government which citizen, old young, should 
have. All this knowledge cannot taught through Civics 
Club; however, must remember that true citizenship con- 
sists not merely knowledge, but includes participation 
active society well. Through the schoolroom activities 
utilized the Civics Club there excellent opportunity 
impress upon the child that good citizenship active, not 
passive, and that the good citizen always alert, and ready 
his best for the general welfare the group. order 
train effectively for this kind citizenship which can come 
from our civics clubs should have mind few definite 
objectives goals work toward.

For example: have mind the boy 
that was chosen the class take care the plants the 
room. boy whose hobby nature study. Through his 
special duty given the opportunity carry his hobby 
the schoolroom. The other day asked might bring 
some spring flowers when they arrive and tell the class some 
interesting things about them. Naturally, was not only 
given permission but encouraged so. the present time 
building flower boxes and starting certain bulbs and 
plants that the class may observe the different stages 
their growth. Here incident where boy not only 
being encouraged worth-while hobby but getting the 
rest the club tremendously interested well. 

The council, the legislative branch this club, provides 
means which the children gain much civic knowledge. 
For example: When the class chose their council, each row 
pupils represented ward from which was elected alder- 
man whose duty represent them member the 
common council, thus they became familiar with how mem- 
bers our own city council are elected. 
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The council legislates only the practical problems 
the club, such playground rules, regulations regarding 
cadets, etc. The council also works co-operation with cer- 
tain committees, such the health committee. For example: 
was the first duty the health committee draw 
number suggested health habits for the club. When these 
were written they succeeded persuading alderman in- 
troduce them the next council meeting. council meeting 
was provided for during health period which time the 
chairman the council opened the meeting simple par- 
liamentary procedure stating the purpose the meeting. The 
proceedings were recorded the regular secretary the 
club. alderman introduced the health habits for the con- 
sideration the council. During the discussion that followed 
some rules were added, others were revised, and some were 
eliminated. Finally motion was made and passed the 
usual procedure that the approved health habits become the 
goals toward which all pupils the club should work. The 
meeting was then adjourned, after which the class whole 
discussed the council action. Most the class thought 
council did good piece work; however, few pupils ob- 
jected some the health habits and suggested further 
revision. They were given permission talk the repre- 
sentatives from their rows and state their wishes; however, 
since they were the minority they did not succeed getting 
the council take further action. Through activities this 
kind the pupil bound learn much about the need for, 
and methods of, representative government, and also, that 
must abide the will the majority the group which 
lives. 

The club given about minutes week for its regular 
meetings. rather difficult squeeze this time into the 
regular program, but should able justify that much 
time under history, reading, language, the program 
well planned. Perhaps the most important functional group 
upon whose shoulders rests the responsibility for making these 
meetings success the program committee. This committee 
arranges for about minutes the given over 
discussion current events. Under the supervision the 
teacher they select one, two, perhaps three the 
current topics the week. Someone delegated prepare 
and present each the club, after which there sort 
round-table discussion. Additions are made and questions 
asked. Many times these questions present wonderful oppor- 
tunities for civic instruction. have mind incident that 
occurred some time ago. The program committee had selected 
the Gold Decision for the current-event topic the week. 
Along with the ruling the Supreme Court, that what the 
United States did relative the Gold Clause was constitu- 
tional, the fact was brought out that four the nine jus- 
tices did not agree the decision and from their minority 
report (which was read) the class quickly gathered that these 
four justices were just convinced the majority, that 
what the United States has done, was unconstitutional. When 
was opened for round-table discussion, one pupil asked the 
question, can the minority who are opposed about 
what the United States has Some members the 
club explained that the decision the Supreme Court 
final and that the majority rules certain way the 
minority must abide their decision. This incident brought 
out effectively that democratic government must have 
respect for and willingness conform the will the 
majority. 

There are times when the program committee selects cur- 
rent-event topics which are even more controversial than the 
Gold Decision was. For example: short time ago when the 
Roosevelt Administration had reached its halfway mark, the 
current-events paper gave brief review how the friends 
the administration well the critics evaluated what had 
been done during this time. This was selected the current- 
event topic for that particular week. During the round-table 
discussion that followed, the club, you might know, en- 
gaged considerable controversy. Some were favor the 
administration and some opposed it. The discussion, be- 
sides encouraging deeper interest our present social and 
economic problems, resulted about minutes serious 
and thoughtful arguing. From the standpoint citizenship 
training this presented healthy situation, since only from 
frequent interplay one mind another can grow attitudes 
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open-mindedness, willingness listen, suspended judgment, 
recognition differences point view, insight the 
fact that one person isn’t always right, and realization that 
many problems can settled thoughtful discussion. 

The program committee, through the help the Club, also 
provides for special-day programs, such Lincoln’s and 
Washington’s birthday, etc. Occasionally they are given per- 
mission plan for entertainment program. The commit- 
tee under the direction the teacher not only plans what 
the program consist of, but must delegate responsibilities, 
assign parts, see that they are prepared and properly executed. 
matters are decided and knowledge gained through propos- 
ing, planning, executing, and judging these children are being 
adequately prepared for life, since conditions favorable 
these experiences are set up. 

The Civics Club can used arouse interest in, and 
create understanding of, civil government organizing 
along similar structures. Plans this sort thing are 
listed the Course Study Outlines for seventh and eighth 
grades for the schools the city. person should careful, 
however, not carry artificial organization over too long 
period time will deaden the spirit the club. feel 
that soon the class has experienced what the local, state, 
federal governmental structure that one can teach through 
classroom organization like, they should automatically 
revert back their natural club organization. 


Conclusion 


Through these clubs our classroom the pupil receives 
practical experience governing himself and others. 
develops responsibility toward maintaining order and the 
health and cleanliness the group. acquires the attitude 
tolerant understanding and comes realize that co-opera- 
tion necessary the group accomplish anything worth 
while. 

The Civics Club can contribute much toward the proper 
training citizenship country like ours where the control 
its citizens must eventually come from within and self- 
directed. gives purpose activities and provides effec- 
tive means through which the pupil can achieve the many 
worth-while civics and citizenship goals listed earlier this 
discussion. 


LIVING LANGUAGE 


illustrate how language being taught through use accord- 
ing modern methods, Bianca Esch presents the Kentucky 
School Journal descriptions several classes she visited recently.

The Work Schedule 


work the janitor school buildings usually con- 
many tasks. Some these must performed 

daily and some several times daily. Certain other tasks 
should done weekly and some longer intervals time 
ranging from two weeks month year. insure the 
greatest economy time and effort for the janitor and 
get done all the things that need done schedule 
work should planned. can proved practice that 
systematic schedule work will enable the janitor 
more work and that fewer things will left undone. 

not easy separate entirely and 
tenance” work schedule. Certain maintenance tasks will 
need cared for along with the regular operation activities. 
However, there little proof that operation and maintenance 
should separated far the work the janitor con- 
cerned. The janitor need not required distinguish be- 
tween maintenance job applying oil floor for the first 
time, and one which may termed operation when touches 
the worn spots the floor. His task see that the floor 
cared for when needed. Only operation considered 
here. Maintenance will discussed later. 

complete schedule can worked out that suitable 
alike for the large and the small schools. Yet, school 
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large school small but that schedule work should 
planned. the larger buildings where two more janitors 
are employed, the schedule may planned that one janitor 
comes early the morning and others come later the day. 
this way one man may duty night when the 
various meetings are held the building, thus doing away 
with the need for calling back janitor for special duty 
having watchman. the smaller buildings schedule should 
worked out that one man can care for the buildings and 
grounds.

Sweep walks near doors. 
Clean boiler and engine rooms. 
Miscellaneous daily tasks: 
Burn wastepaper. 
Check supplies toilet rooms. 
Lock outside doors time specified. 
Unlock all outside doors and others directed, spe- 
cified times. 
Mop toilet-room floors. 
Pick paper and trash from grounds. 
Provide chalk and other needed supplies the rooms. 
Remove snow, any, from walks. 
Remove marks walls and walks. 
II. Some the tasks that should done weekly: 
Dust radiators 
Blow down 
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Clean walks around yards. 
Wash blackboards. 
Wash glass doors, cases, etc. 
Clean and mop home-economics rooms. 
Clean all erasers (may needed more often for some 
rooms). 
Clean floor brushes, mops, dust brushes, and other tools. 
Inspect building for fire hazards. 
10. Secure supplies from stockroom. 
11. Inspect all motors, pumps, and engines see that they 
are properly oiled and cared for.

Polishing brass and other polished metal surface, any. 
Reading meters and reporting principal. 
Reporting principal things should know. 
IV. Some tasks must done from one three times year: 
Wash windows outside two three times year. 
Make inventory supplies one two times year. 
Oil oiled floors two three times year. 
Touch spots waxed floors, needed. 


Dust walls and ceiling two three times year. 

Scrub oiled floors once year. 

Clean and polish furniture, woodwork, etc., two three 
times year. 

Clean laboratory cases, library cases, laboratory tables 
two three times year. 

Remove screens the fall, replace the spring. 

Certain other jobs should done the need arises: 

Receive and check supplies. 

Make seat adjustments. 

Mow lawns. 

Care for shrubbery, flower beds, fences, and hedges. 

Make minor repairs. 

Remove snow and ice from walks. 

Move chairs, desks, and supplies needed. 

Clean after sick children. 

Care for plants, aquariums, etc., during vacation. 

10. Assist during fire drills. 

11. Help move scenery, pianos, etc. 

12. Receive and store coal. 

13. Rake leaves fall; remove fallen branches. 

14. Remove dirt from walk after rains. 

15. Open closed sewer, downspouts, stools, etc. 

16. Report leaks breaks that need attention that must 
done someone else. 

17. Supervise pupils boys’ toilet rooms requested 
the principal. 

18. present when building open for any regular session 
special meeting unless specifically excused the prin- 
cipal. 

19. Keep records required officer charge. 

making schedule work for each day, week, month, 
year, requirements can made that certain tasks shall 
performed each day, week, month. The schedule for each 
day should worked out allotting fixed times certain tasks. 
schedule proposed for one building is: 

When the janitor reaches the building the morning will 
open his fire and examine the pumps first. 

Start recirculating fans (if any) soon steam raised. 

Dust classrooms, desks, handrails, and furniture. 

See that toilet paper and towels are provided toilets and 
restrooms. 

Unlock doors designated time. 

Inspect rooms see that all are heating. 

After school opens his tasks will vary some from day day. 
During the day the schedule should arranged that 

can sweep certain corridors and look after the grounds, etc.

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The weekly schedule will have addition the daily 
schedule the completion certain tasks, some which may 
set certain days during the week, such cleaning the 
walks around the yard, cleaning floor brushes, doormats, 
washing door knobs. Other weekly tasks can set for Satur- 
day. Some these may washing the blackboards, mopping 
certain floors, cleaning the glass doors. 

The schedule for the month year will include tasks that 
may set alongside the schedule for daily and weekly 
activities. Reading the meters should done some specified 
time each month, preferably about the time they are read 
the service company. Washing windows the inside can 
set for some Saturday morning. Washing windows outside, 
oiling floors, cleaning window shades may need 
done during the holidays. necessary careful that 
too many tasks are not left until the holidays until Satur- 
days there will more than can accomplished. The 
schedule should arranged that many tasks may done 
during the day. dusting the walls the rooms, one two 
rooms may taken time without interfering with the 
regular routine. The polishing furniture metalware can 
done the same way, can the cleaning brushes, 
laboratory tables, cases. several erasers 
are kept hand they may ready for distribution when 
needed. 

The carrying out schedule naturally calls for some 
record-keeping. The records should simple possible 
give the desired information.

The daily schedule 
should made out, but most cases the janitor will probably 
not need check these daily charts. may check the 
weekly other schedules reminder himself and 
report tasks done.

not advisable have too many forms for reports, but 
some will probably necessary. Neither advisable that 
the principal janitor should have depend memory 
only for supplies wanted, repairs needed, tasks done.

The Association Should Continue Its Accrediting 
Activities 

Before indicating our more specific recommendations, 
shall define our general attitude our two major problems. 

think the utmost importance that the strategy 
Catholic education this country the Catholic colleges 
should look primarily the National Catholic Educational 
Association for leadership, for prestige, for approval, and 
consequently favor the continuation the accrediting 
activity the Association though, will appear the 
more specific recommendations, believe its quality should 
improved. 

think, too, that the only attitude that the Association 
can take toward all the accrediting agencies one friendly 
co-operation and constructively working out together policies 
that will serve American education. 

think that those charged any way with the admin- 
istration our accrediting shall devoted wholly the 
success accrediting under Catholic auspices and accord- 
ance with Catholic ideals. There should divided interest, 
and divided loyalty. Persons appointed administer 
supervise the accrediting work the College Section 
the N.C.E.A. shall not participate accrediting activities 
any non-Catholic group. 

The Committee anxious see that the work accredit- 
ing the National Catholic Educational Association con- 
tinued. But regards imperative that the highest Cath- 
olic educational standards shall guide the Committee and 
that serious and searching administration the standards 
shall had. One the members the Committee the 
discussion expressed himself thus: 

have gone too much the assumption that just because 
college Catholic must fine school. There smug 
satisfaction among Catholic colleges which not based fact. 
own school, for instance, has improved 100 per cent the 
last years, even the quality its teaching, and yet years 
ago those charge would have said and did say that 
was the best school the country. matter fact, know 
was not. 

was the opinion the Committee that the program 
improvement and conformity the highest Catholic educa- 
tional standards set for five-year period that 
the end the period rigorous enforcement educational 
criteria shall made. This was the basis the Committee’s 
first resolution: 

Resolved that the National Catholic Educational 
should continue the work accrediting Catholic colleges, provided 
that the highest Catholic educational standards are required and 
that all institutions now the approved list must comply with 
them within five years dropped. 

Accreditment New Institutions 

raising our educational standards and securing educational 
improvement that all colleges applying for accreditation shall 
approved only upon satisfaction all standards im- 
mediately. This also will give the Accreditation Commission 
definite group colleges work with. For these reasons 
the following resolution was approved: 

Resolved that all new colleges now applying for Accreditation 
shall meet fully the new standards adopted 
the Association.
